Companionship, fun, exercise, competitive sports and an all-around va- 
riety of activities is provided by GAA. It offers the opportunity for girls to 
take part in sports for simple enjoyment without grading; it is for everyone 
and not limited to those with outstanding athletic ability. Belonging to GAA 
makes each member a better all-round individual, builds better sportsman- 
ship, and helps girls achieve the ability to make friends easily. Participating 
in sports builds co-ordination and good posture and relieves body tension, 
which gives a girl poise and self-confidence. 

GAA has a point system for activity in and outside the club. Ribbons, 
numerals, and letters are examples of awards. Highest of the awards is the 
State Plaque.
